The following la an extract from a 
letter received from Pte. A. K. Mc- 
Mlnn, Arts '20, and a student of the 
Congregational Theological College, 
who Is at present with the R.F.C. 
McMlnn. together with his roommate, 
13. S. Kelly, a partial in Arts, en- 
listed early in October In the Royal 
Flying Corps. 

"S. S. Kelly, my room-mate, h-vd 
decided In the spring to enlist In the 
tall; that, of cmirse, meant that I 
gave it' serious Consideration, despite 
the fact that my health was not good. 
By the middle of the summer I had 
made. 'up .my mind, but was doubtful 
about getting it. However, when ti;e 
summer work was over we met again 
in Montreal, and . we . were medically 
examined and received a grade . "X" 
certificate. Then, .we made> inquiries 
at the various offices open for enlist- 
ment in the different corps; and fin- 
ally decided to enlist in the Royal 
Flying Corps as mechanics. So we 
enlisted on Octob^ 6th, and came to 
Toronto on Tuesday night, October 18. 
Next day we went through our trade 
testa, and both of us passed success- 
fully. After that we went through 
another rigorous medical examination, 
and in a short time were Sworn in. 
We Slept in the dlvens Street Bar- 
racks on Wednesday, and next day 
We received our uniforms and were 
sent up to Teaslde Camp here, and 
put tinder the canvas. It has rained 
nearly every day since we came here. 
Wo have a very busy time, here, rain 
or shine. There is generally some- 
thing to do. 

"£. S. Kelly enlisted as a black- 
smith, and i as a carpenter. We are 
classed as 2nd A.M.'s, i.e., second class 
Aviation Mechanics. Our pay is |1.3B 
per day. That is the highest we can 
get to begin with; when we get post- 
ed there are opportunities of promo- 
tion. 

"E. S. Kelly is just in the middle of 
his course In preparation for the niin; 
tstry; and I am In the middle of my 
course in Arts and Theology. We both 
hope to finish it if spared. 

"Now I shall close this time, for It 
Is hard to do much writing with the 
pad in hand and an old "bllnkirig" 
lantern burning, and the rain pouring 
down outside and some inside.

In the Drummond Street Military 
Convalescent Home, there is one quint 
little room where 'the returned sol- 
diers love to congregate. Magazines 
ore scattered on its central table and 
books. of every sort are on its shelves. 
In comfortable easy chairs, the men 
sit reading or writing, for stationei-y 
Is supplied to them there. 

The little room Is the library and 
reading room established some months 
ago by the McGlU Alumnae Society. 
Its existence has been amply Justi- 
fied by the Interest taken in it by the 
soldiers. The books on its ^helves 
are still all too few to satisfy the 
hourly demands upon it, but grants 
from the Alumnae Society's funds', and 
contributions of books from friends 
are gradually supplying the library 
needs of the men in khaki. 
' "Some wee poenwi o' Robbie, Burns 
please ma'am." said a kilted .Scot this 
morning in irreproachable Scotch. 
He turned away disappointed because 
the library does not yet boast of 
the works of Burns, and he declined 
to be consoled with offerings of S<r 
Walter Scott. "I'm no wontln'- .Sir 
Walter," he oomplaincd, "She Is nan 
muckle o' a library If ye hae nae wee 
verses o' Robbie Burns." His r's 
rolled dellclously. 

But Walter Scott I.s a favourite 
nevertheless. "Ivnnhoe" and "Wavcr- 
ly" are the only two volumes of ills 
works the library càn boa.st of, but 
they are rarely on its shelves. 
Thackeray Is as yet represented only 
by "The Newcomca," anotlier popu- 
lar volume. One dog's-eared book 
there has something pathetic in Us 
shabblness. It Is "Oliver Twlat." 
the gift of a good friend of the lib- 
rary. It Is doubtful If any book on 
the shelves changes hands as much 
as does the Dickens' classic, and ' thu 
observer naturally wishes that "Pick- 
wick," "David Copperfield" and "Bleak 
House" were there to share its popu- 
larity. There are works of modem 
fiction by the score, all eagerly 
sought by the sick and wounded men. 
Some of them, lads still in their 
teens, demand Henty and Alger. OMi- 
ers. more sophisticated, ask for the 
works of Jack London, Rex Beach, 
Marie Corelli, William Locke and oth- 
ers. 

The library door Is never closed In 
the Drummond Street Convalescent 
Il'jme. The shelves are open, and 
when '.he librarian Is not present tiio 
men take the books n.'i they require 
them, Iciivlng the signed !lbrary card

Warren Simlster, B.A., son of Mrs.

IMPORT OP OLKOMARQARINS. 



The accompanying statement in 
connection with the Order In Counc'.l 
allowing the manufacture, ^sale and 
free import of oleomargarine was car- 
ried in part only by the Canadb-n 
Press, owing to congestion of war and 
political newa. It ]s sent to the Dally 
that we may be able to publish a more 
detailed statement If we care to do 

80. 

The following statement has been la- 
sued by the Food Controller's Office: 

An Order in Council has been pass- 
ed upon the recommendation of the 
Food Controller allowing, on and af- 
ter November 1st, the manufacture 
and sale In Canada of oleomargarine, 
and Us Importation free of duty. Sus- 
pension of the prohibition of its manu- 
facture, Import or sale is a war meas-. 
ure only, and will apply while the 
present abnormal conditions conllniie.. 
The conclusion of such period is to 
be determined by the Governor-Gen- 
eral in Council. ' Strict provisions are 
incorporated in the Ordinance to pro- 
tect the public anil the farmers against 
frauduient eale of ' oleomargarine as 
butter. 

The recommendation of the Food 
Controller was made because the high 
cost' of production'' and the demand for 
export we^ putting the price of but- 
ter BO high that many people - were 
un.tble to purchase It. To reduce the 
price arbitrarily would have been un- 
t.ilr to the producer. The only alter- 
native was to enable those who could 
not afford to buy butter to i;ecuze 
the necessary animal fats In some 
wholesome substitute form. The Food 
Controller states that the dairy inter- 
ests will not suffer by reason of the 
sale of oleomargarine In Canada. 

"Oleomargarine" Is defined In the 
Ordnance as Including oleomargarine, 
margarine, butterlne, oc any other 
substitute for butter which is mana- 
factured wholly or In part 'fretii' any; 
fat other than from milk .and cream, 
which contains ~ no foreign "colorlug' 
thatter and which , does , not. contain] 
more than sixteen per . cent of water."/ 

Persons wishing to' mantifacture or 
to import oleomargarine must first ob- 
tain a license from the Food, Con- 
troller, and such license ' may bo can- 
celled in ease of violation of any of 
the regulations. ' - " 

Oleomargarine manufactured in Can- 
ada must bo produced under the su- 
pervision of the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, and no oleomargarine may- be 
Imported , Into tl]|e .Dominion unless it 
has;^ Been manufactured under Govern- 
ment supervision In . the country , of 
production. No customs duty Is "to be 
charged on the importation of oleo- 
margarine complying with the regula- 
tions. 

The Food Controller Is given the 
power to regulate the prlco and qual- 
ity of all oleomargarine ' sold in Can- 
ada. 

Every package containing oleomar- 
garine must be clearly marked a-s 
such. Hotels, restaurants, and pub- 
lic eating places 'wl^ere oleomargarine 
is served must display a card with 
the words "oleomargarine ' served; 
here" in capital , block letters, not less 
than one and one-half inches lon.<;. 

No label, mark or prand shall' be 
used until it has been, approved 'by 
the Food Controller. - 

The necessity of allowing the . sale 
of oleomargarine In Canada under 
present conditions was. e^xplalned >.l>y' 
Hon. W. J. Hanna, Food Controller, in 
a recent interview.' Mr. Hanha: said, 
that it was we'll .known that people 
miist have animal fats in sufficient 
quantity. Butter had advanced jn 
price, and was still advancing. ^un{ll. 
many people were unable to, buy>.It.' 
Moreover, butter seemed Ilkety 'tb' go 
still -higher- in prioe because the. pres- 
ent price - was not commensurate, on 
a butter fat basis, with the price ou- 
Ing paid for whole milk. ' , 

•"There are only two eourses, pos- 
sible," said the ^I'ood Controller. "Wo 
could have fixed an arbitrary prlcp, 
but the regult would have been to 



reduce the production of butter, by 
diverting milk into other channels. It 
must be remembered that the pr'c? 
paid to the producer in Canada for 
milk Is determined in very large mea- 
sure by what the condensing plants 
are willing to pay for It. The high 
price offered by the condensing 
plants, in turn, is duo to the price be- 
ing paid for condensed milk by tlip 
Allies' buyers. The cost of produc- 
ing milk has advanced greatly since 
the beginning of the war, and the 
farmer must receive a price whjch 
not only will cover bis costs, but alsa 
give him a reasonable profit. 

"The other course was to alloW the 
use of a, substitute, and this is the 
course which w.e adopted. I may say 
that i do not.',expect that our action 
in allowing the sale of aîeomargarlne 
In this' country will result in any ro- 
ductlon in the price of butter. The 
overseas demand is practically unlim- 
ited, when compared with Canada's 
production. Moreovor. the price of 
butter In the United States to-day is 
at least as high as the .price In Can- 



ada. The average retail price of but- 
ter In the United States for Septem 
ber was BO cents per pound. The re 
gulated wholesale price In England was 
53.76 cents per pound. At the be- 
ginning of the war, Canada waa Im 
porting at the rate of more than seven 
million pounds of butter per year, 
chiefly from New Stealand and the 
United States. These imports have 
dwindled to a very small trade, prln 
dpaliy at local points fro^ the Untteil 
States. 

^"Meanwhile our exports of butter 
have increased enormously. In the 
fisca.1 year ending March 31, 1914, our 
exporta of Canadian butter totalled 
1.228,758 pounds. For the fiscal year 
ending March 81, 1917, they had been 
increased to 7,990,436 pounds. Since 
then the increase has continued. While 
our exports have been Increasing 
prices of butter to the consumer have 
advanced from about 85 cents per 
pound to about 60 cents. We are 
only supplying a very small part of 
the Allies' requirements. Jn IM 
Great Britain alone Imported 44(.3S0.-
